The House Committee on Elections 


Bepurt iu Favor of 


English. 


The indications at the opening of the 


house were that a Democratic quorum 
would be secured to pass the McCreary 
resolution, condemning Minister Ste- 
vens und approving the course of 
Cleveland, and declaring against the 
annexation or assumption of a protecto- 
rate over Hawaii. 


Reed renewed the fillibustcring by 


making the point of order that the ad- 
journment lust nij*lit did not vacate the 
proceedings under a call of the house to 
enforce attendance, and that the only 
tliiny in order waa the report of the 
scrgeant-at-arniH, or if the chair hold 
that all proceedings terminated by tlie 


1 adjournment, it also vacated the order 


revoking leaves of absence. 


The speaker overruled the point ol or- 


der, holding that all proceedings under 
the call terminated with the- adjourn- 
ment, and that tiie order revoking 
leaves o( absence executed itself. The 
roll wan then called on tlie passage of 
the McCreary resolution. The Repub- 
lican!: refrained from voting, and the 
Democrats failed to jffusteraquoruin,tlie 
vote standing 174 to 3. 


(Springer made a print of order that aa 


there were four vacant scats, 177 instead 
of 17!' should constitute a quorum. After 
some debate the point uf order was sus- 
tained and 
the resolution declared 


passed. Those who voted hi the negative 
were Daniel of New York and Adams of 
1'ennsylvania, both Itenublicnns, and 
OiimniiiiB of 
New York, Democrat. 


After some sharp sparring batweea Heed* 
^iind tlie speaker on points of order, it 
was by inninimoua consent deckled to 
have another roll call and the speaker 
withdrew the former decision. When it, 
became apparent on the second roll i-all 
that 
the Democrats would have a 


quorum, tlie Republicans voted agaiuat 
the resolution. It waa paused by 177 
to 73.

Bland moved to take up bis silver 


ficif-nion^e bill this afternoon. Kouio 
eastern Democrats and Republicans re- 
fusing to vote broke a quorum and u call 
of the IIOUHO was ordered. Tho vote on 
taking up the bill utook 1(10 to 7. The 
opposition fought Bland's motion by 
moving to ailjourn, and on a riaiim vote 
carried the motion, 105 to 102, but Jtlntul 
demanded tho yeas and nays. . Bland 
won on the yea and nay vote by 137 to 
:i7 and the house refused to ailjourn. 
The filibustering wits continued by tlie 
opponents of the JUand bill. 


At 4.-15 o'clock tlie senate began vot- 


ing on the election bill. The first vote 
mi amendment offered by Chandler lost, 
'27 to -11). Fetter, Stewart and Kyle, 
1'opulistH, voted with the Democrats. 
Another niiiciidmunt by Chandler to the 
election bill lost, 27 lo 38. An amend- 
ment by Perkins of* California making 
tho election law applicable only to cities 
of 200,000 instead ot 20,000 lost, 27 to 3D. 
Tlie bill was then passed by a vote of 38 
to US.

Dr. E. Cook Webb gave tcs- 
tiinnny regarding his exnerieni'c wttli 
gunslmt wounds. A. E. Wagstaff, a 
newspaper man, testified tnat he lirst 
heard Ihree shots followed by throe oth-1 
crs, and then another shot.

While Fresno may be listed as ft first 


class theatrical town, size and popula- 
tion being considered, the idea enter- 
tained by many of our people that the 
profits of tho magnificent local temple 
of art are of gratifying proportions, is 
decidedly erroneous. In fact a theat- 
rical building of the Barton's dimen 
aioiis and expense is far from profitable 
in any interior town in California 
while the position of manager ia trying 
and undesirable from a financial poin 
of view. 
A theater's entire source of revenue 


is from the public, and there JB nothing 
in tlie world eo uncertain as thisiBame 
impersonal body that elects President! 
and worries theatrical managers. Wha 
pleases it, nobody knows, and why i 
disapproves ia often equally a mystery 
Regardless of its eccentricities, how 
ever, through ruin and sunshine, goot 
times and bad times, 1'illa pom in upon 
the unfortunate manager, the pay-men 
of which is imperative. People wh< 
fondly imagine that a theater is a mm 
of wealth do not stop to consider tha 
the expenditure of almost $200 is K 
quired before the curtain goes up for 
performance at the Barton. 
The matter of expense commence 


with the newflpapers, and the bill poster 


•ho owns all the available bill-boards, 
uust receive his price or tho show ciin- 
ot bu placarded. Then every person 
vho grants permission to hang a litho- 
rapli or two in his window con li- 
en tly expects all tlie way from, one to 
dozen passes. Then a whole army ol 
icn have to be employed, such as Btago 
arpentcrs. property men, scene-shifters, 
shorn, ticket takers, etc. Then there 
6 the orchestra, an indispensable factor 
f every entertainment. To put it mildly, 
ie orchestra rung tho outllt, and is 
rompt in its demands for salary re- 
ardless of the size of the audience, 
Mat, 
but by no means least, ia the 


gifting and heating expense.

ectric light company, realizing that a 
lanagcr is helpless in their hands, 
mrch up to the box ofiice with perplex- 
ng regularity and collect .their money 
»efore it is earned. 
The evening arrives wherein the uol

Historic Remnant of tlic War 


Who Tells Stories at His 


Own Expense. 


He Killed Young Todhuntcr 


Last March. 


The following press dispatch from 
ew York city, dated February Uth, 
oiiccrning one of tho host known vctcr- 
IIB of the war, will bo interesting to all 
Irand Arniv men: 
The stumps of ex-Pension Oommia- 
ioncr James Tanner's legs have again 
ce.ii shortened two and one-half inches, 
ho operation was performed today by 
'. George U. Fowler, assisted by Dr. 


I. H. Dclatour, Iir. W. F. Campbell and 
ir. H. D. Callalmn, in Seney hospital, 
Irooklyn. 
Corporal Tanner has been removed 


rom the operating room lo the recovery 
oom, and Dr. Fpwler told Mrs. Tanner 
ftor the operation that he was much 
leased with the result. 
A shell deprived Corporal Tanner of 
utli legs at the second buttle uf Hull 
lun, and since then it has been neces- 
iry, to perform several operations upon 
he'stumps of his amputated legs. 
Dr. Fowler gave out the following 
latemont: 
"The operation consisted 


f a double amputation in tlie nature of 
rcamputation of the tibia and tibulu of 


inch leg. Two and one-half inches of 
K>ne were removed from tho end of each 
eg. The ends of tho stumps had been 
mdly diseased, and tho sciatic norvo 
vas doubled with a high division. Seven 
ichcs of this sciatic ncrvo wore r<>- 
lovcd. The paticnthas rallied nicely." 
Corporal Jim Tanner was a native of 
uhohario county, N.Y., who, when a 
nore boy, volunteered into the army of 
'iririnin. His regiment was fated to be 
ssigned to. heavy lightingand was badly 
ut up. 
He possessed the elements of a com- 


naudcr, and, barring the loss of his 
egs, would have come prominently to 
he front as a leader in battle, for ho 
>osseaeeH those elements of dash and 
ml organization which control bodies 
f moil. 
Hois a man of inlitn'to wit and entliu- 
iasm, as well as resourceful, and his old 
ricuds about Coblcskill, N.Y., tell it of 
iim that, while studying law in that 
own, he was president of a t-cven-ui) 
lub, and had been known to "be«rt 
vhen he held the live highest trumps 
Dcsidc the deuce and win a giuno Micro- 


He once narrated to the writer hereof 


ho incidents connected with the loss of 
lis legs. Tho shock of the explosion of 
he shell at his feet rendered him in- 
ensiblo, and he was carried to the rear 
on a stretcher by two green Dutchmen 
jolonging to the ambulance corps. 


They took him to an oid Virginia rcsU 


lencp which had been converted into a 
>rovisional hospital. Ho became con- 
scious as lie was being carried into the 
lining room and saw tlie surgeons opcr- 
iting on the wounded. 


Tlie floor was literally covered with 


voundcd men, and there was no place to 
ay him, so they placed him on a marble- 
topped sideboard that filled a niche in 
.he wall. There was just room to sli dc 
iim in between the walls at either cm! 
of the sideboard, and noticing this, one 
of tho Dutchmen remarked to his fellow 
vith a deal of grim satisfaction, "Dot 
ellow vas ynst cut off to fit dot bln.ce!" 
ind it is recorded that tho remark sel 
fanner to laughing, notwithstanding his 
•real pain, and lie decided, then ant 
,horc, to get well.

A plan of heating mills has been in- 


troduced by which healed air is deliv- 
ered from ft largo fan into fines in the 
walls, registers from eacbflne delivering 
the m'r into the different rooms, this air 
beinj; heated by the waste gases from 
the boiler. The products of combustion 
pass from the boilers through econo- 
mizers for heating the feed water, next 
through n regenerator for reheating the 
steam exhausted from the high pressure 
cylinder and on its way to the low pres- 
sure cylinder, and then passes through 
nir pipes, where it heats the cold air for 
healing tho buildings, then passes to the 
chimney. If heated air is not wanted, 
but only cool air for ventilation, the gases 
from the boiler are turned by n damper 
into tho clmimey without entering the 
heater, nnd if the gases nre not sufficient 
to heat tho air as desired additional 
lic.it is supplied by radiators of steam in 
this heater. The temperature of the air 
is raised about 50 degrees by its contact 
with tho hot gases.—Kew York Sun.

natural espionage alone kept them hon- 
est and faithtul to their duties. In

must have been rTtider the influence ol 
some powerful incentive to suppress the

bettu- than ho that some of the govern- 
Hicntollicials have been as corrupt as it 
,s possible for an official to be. Take C. 
B. Wilson, ex-marshal of the kingdom, 


instance. During his incumbency 


is superintendent of water works he 
was a defaulter in a large sum and a 
egislature packed by Kaiakaua pataed 
in indemnity bill to cover the deficit, 
ind the matter was hushed up while 
the blame and odium fell upon the 
clerks in the oltice. 


Again, Kalakaua himself, while hold- 
.u' the oilier of king, ucwpted a bribe. 


of $11)00 to work for one Aki to obtiin 
for him a license to sell opium, and 
wlum tlie time came to grant tlie license 
used his inllucncc to have Chung Lung, 
a son of C. Afong, get it, because he was 
paid more for it by him—but In; forgot 
lo return Aki's money, and before bis 
death strenuous effurls were made iu re- 
cover tbe sum, which wereonlv partially 
successful. 
Kalakaua was also instru- 


mental in having immense quantities of 
liquor taken from the custom bouse 
without the payment of duties for cam- 
paign purposes, tu debauch the native 
electors and return to the legislature 
such men aa he might select. The firm 
of G. W. Jlacfarlane A Co. were the 
greatest gainers by that operation, as 
all the liquors passed through their 
hands nnd their profits were immen.se. 
A large number of persons were mixed 
up in this liquor scandal, including 
many of the foreign representatives; in 
fact, all but two of the whole diplomatic 
corps were in spine way or another con- 
nected with it, and they were the repre- 
sentatives of America and Portugal.. 


Again, perhaps Mr. Parker can ex- 


plain how Clans Sprcckles got the king 
to use his influence with the legislature 
to pass the coinage act, whcrebv the 
Hawaiian kingdom became possessed of 
its own silver coins, and Claus Sprecklea 
got $50,000 commission for attending to 
its coinage. He could, perhaps, also 
tell how tins same individual became 
possessed of valuable leases of crown 
lands for a mere nominal rent, and in- 
what manner Ruth Keliiokalani was in- 
duced to sell him the land upon which 
his block of business building.-; utand in 
Honolulu, and what influence be. bad 
that made Kalnka.ua demand the resig- 
nation of his ministry that were oppos- 
ing Sprecklea' interest in the island, at 
3 o'clock in the morning, and the forma- 
tion of another ministry before daylight 
that were selected by him for "their 
known desire to work 'for his interests. 


Again, the incorruptible Fred \Von- 


dcnburg, the man who espoused the 
cause of tlie queen because tlie provis- 
ional government would not make him 
marshal of tin: kingdom during his in- 
cumbency us postmaster general, al- 
lowed Henry Poor, who had charge of 
the postal savings department, to em- 
bezzle $7000, and then compromised 
with him on the basis that if he (Poor) 
would pay one-half of the deficit be 
(Wondenbcrg) would 
pay the other

are but a few of the instances in which 
government officials 
under thu old 


regime were far from being incorruptible, 
ami tiie list could be extended indefi- 
nitely, but space forbids tho mention of 
any more.

as it obtains on the islands, a system 
that this country does not recognize or 
tolerate in any form. 
He says that 


many of these contracts Jiave years to 
run, when ho knows that the laws gov- 
erning contract labor prohibits a longer 
term than three years on any one con- 
tract, and that the employer of labo 
-act, ana that the employer of labor 
•ho by fraud or otherwise secures the 


services of a laborer under a contract 
for a longer period than threo years, 
subjects himself to a heavy line a'nd an 
annullmcnt of the contract; so also does 
the notary who acknowledges the in- 
strument, which has to be done to make 
it valid. 


There are but few plantations on the 


islands that have any contract labor ex- 
cept Japanese, who after the expiration 
of their original contract rarely contract 
again, preferring to work by tho day and 
go and come "as they please, and also to 
avoid being obliged to leave 5 per cent 
of their wages with their employer, who 
in turn ie compelled by law to turn over 
that amount to the Japanese commis- 
sioner, as a relief fund for indigent Japs 
who wish to return to their native 
countrv. The Chinese and Portuguese 
who constitute the majority of planta 
;ion laboreis, are not under contract 
except it be some new-arrivals who hav 
iot learned the disadvantages of th 
contract system, or have been obliged to 
contract in order to raise money to pa\ 
'ft" some debt. So if the contract sys" 
em was abolished tomorrow it wouli 
not cripple any industry in the islands 
lor would it inconvenience the planters 
o any great extent. 
"

Supervisor Sayre approved tlio sug- 


gestion, and staled that Mr. Marshall 
was entitled to great credit for what lie 
had accomplished. Supervisor It u tier 
took a, different view of the matter. 


After some further discussion Mr. 


Sayre 
offered u resolution that the 


whole matter of making the exhibit be 
turned over lo this citizens' committee 
of eight and the three county commis- 
sioifers. The vote stood 3 to 2, Chair- 
man Letcher and Mr. Wickerslmm vot- 
ing in the negative. Who the members 
of the committee of eight are was not 
stated to the hoard. 


Mr. Goldstein expressed the hope 


that the board of supervisors take meas- 
ures to have the newspapers so report 
the matter as to remove any traced of 
friction or misunderstanding. 


Chairman Letchor
